At the government caucus to be held 
next Tuesday, the proposals of the cabi- 
net on the subject ot railway develop- 
ment iu the West, and aid to the 'irund 
Trunk I'acific will bo submitted. The 
decision of the government varies iu a 
considerable degree from the forecasts 
which haye appeared in newspapers. 
The ministers will suggest to their fol- 
lowers the construction as a Federal 
work of a railway from Moncton to 
Winnipeg, a distance approximately of 
2,0U0 miles. This line, when built, will- 
he leased to the Grand Trunk Pacific for 
a period of 00 years. Practically dur- 
ing the first ten years the road will be- 
leased to the Grand Trunk Railway rent) 
free. The first five years no re-tal is. 
stipulated, ami for the second five years 
the Grand Trunk Pacific is to pay over 
to the government any surplus that may 
exist over working expenses. For the- 
remaining 10 years the Grand Trunk: 
Pacific will pay a rental of three per. 
rent, on the original cost of construc- 
tion. As was the case with the Inter- 
colonial Railway, the actual building of 
the line will be carried out by a com- 
mission especially appointed %w thto 
purpose. The Grand Trunk Pacific will 
have to equip tjhe line throughout with 
rolling stock, and must give running 
powers over the Winnip^g-Moncton sec- 
tion to all railway companies, regard 
being had to. its rights as lessee and op- 
erator of the line. 

In view of determination of the gov- 
ernment to construct the above section, 
as a Federal work, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific will extend only from Winnipeg 
to the Const, and the aid which the 
government will give towards this work 
is substantially as follows: On the prairie 
section from Winnipeg to Edmonton, the 
governioent proposes to guarantee three 
per cent, bonds to the amount of 75 
per cent, of the actual cost of construc- 
tion of the section, but the maximum 
amount to be guaranteed on that sec- 
tion is not to exceed $13,000 a mile. 

On the mountain section from Edmon- 
ton to the Coast there will bo a similar- 
guarantee on the cost of construction,, 
but not to exceed .$30,000 per mile. 

These changes in the charter sought. 
for originally by the Grand Trunk I'a- 
cific incorporators will not entail so- 
'inrgc a capital as was mentioned in the 
original bill. Parliament will, therefore,, 
hie asked to reduce the capital stock, 
'from $70,000,000 to $40,000,000. It 
'will also he stipulated that a majority 
'of the directors must be residents oC 
'Canada. A further condition makes tt. 
vonumlsory for freight and passenger 
'lolls oyer the entire length of the line 
between Moncton and the Pacific Coast 
shall be regulated by a board of rail- 
'wny commissioners, to he created under 
'the' bill now before parliament. Many 
'members are simply appalled at the in- 
congruity of the government's proposals. 
"Practically they menu a free gift of a 
transcontinental line to the Grand 
Trunk. It is held that if the Federal 
'road to Winnipeg can he justified, then 
hvitii all more reason should the gov- 
ernment build the line from coast lo 
coast .

Gainesville, Texas, July 3.— This city 
is under four feet of water.

St. Louis, July 2.— A special to the 
Republic from Dallas, Texas, says: A 
cloudburst and tornado swept over the 
country between San Antonio and Cor- 
pus Christi today, and news was re- 
ceived late tonight that 11 persons are 
known to have lost their lives near Pet- 
tus. There are rumors of other fatali- 
ties. Reports of terrible loss of life 
tit Beeville were received early in the 
evening, hut late tonight a roundabout 
telephone connection was secured with 
Beeville from Dallas. The Beeville op- 
erator said that some buildings were 
damaged there, but no lives had been 
lost. The San Antonio telephone office 
reported that there is a strip of coun- 
try between there and Beeville in which 
all wires are down, and that it has 
not been possible to hear from there.

Toronto, July 3.— The wholesale busi- 
ness at Montreal has been fairly active 
this week, considering the fact that 
many are holidaying, and that the mid- 
summer season being now at hand is 
having the usual effect of causing con- 
traction in some departments. The 
•weather during a considerable part of 
last month was against the movement 
in summer dry goods, but of late the 
hot dnyu have had a good effect on that 
trade, and there has been more demand 
for aorting stock. There has been a 
large demand for fall orders and work 
caused' mostly by the advancing con- 
dition of the markets and stimulated by 
the increasing requirements of the 
West. Employments have been rather 
slow in some lines. 

Crop conditions are more favorable 
in this province, and the outlook for 
general trade is favorable. 

Business has been interrupted this 
week at Toronto by the holidays, the 
Dominion Day holiday, July 1, and the 
holiday making in connection with the 
home-comers festivities have to some 
extent demoralized trade, and generally 
getting business out of the usual route. 
To offset this, however, was the fact 
that the low passenger rates bvought 
many country merchants to city who 
have' been buying to sort seasonable 
stocks and giving liberal orders for fall. 
The conditions of general business are 
healthy, Values of domestic and im- 
ported manufactures are firmly held. 

The outlook lor trade is promising. At 
Quebec the week litis been active, and 
some houses report orders ahead of this 
time last year. The satisfactory condi- 
tion ,>f the crops, as shown by reports 
coming to hand, is encouraging, and lias 
a tendency to straighten trade condi- 
tions. There has been no failures Lo 
speak of, and the outlook is .satisfac- 
tory. 

There has been a fair movement of 
fall goods at the coast, the shipments 
to points North, and to the various 
provincial trade centres have been large 
and seem to indicate a continuance of 
prosperity in business for some months 
at least, while the general outlook prom- 
ises no contraction in general trade. 
Values arc firmly held in sympathy with 
the condition of the Eastern markets. 

The weather for the crops in Mani- 
toba has had a good effect on trade 
at Winnipeg and other districts. Re- 
tailers have been buying freely for the 
fall, in fact over 100JHKI settlers have 
arrived this season, making it neres 
sary for merchants to carry heavier 
stocks. The rains this week have ma- 
terially helped the progress of the crops, 
and the outlook is considered very 
bright. 

There has been a fair expansion in 
trade at Hamilton, and the shipments 
now are heavy for the railroads 
throughout the country, being quite 
willing to take deliveries of goods, tho 
breaking of seasonable stocks having 
created facilities for the preparations 
for the fall trade. The manufacturers 
are busy, labor is well employed at 
good wages, and the crop conditions are 
excellent, all these being factors which 
go to show that trade will continue lin 
the prosperous condition indefinitely. 

At London th^re has been a good de- 
mand for seasonable goods, as well as 
lor the fall, and the outlook is consider- 
ed very promising, wholesale merchants 
have been making some large shipments, 
and will be busy for some weeks. The 
travelers on their routes the last week 
have been taking some nice orders, and 
the outlook for trade, and the good crop 
prospects being incentives at the mo- 
iinont to buy liberally. 

The conditions of wholesale trade <at 
Ottawa, this week, lias been satisfac- 
tory; there is a steady demand for goods 
for the present requirements, and the 
demand for the fall is active. Values 
are firmly held, which, with the gen- 
erally favorable outlook for business is 
stimulating purchases.

Promise of Large Fruit Raising 
Area in ithe Northern 
Section. 



E. .\. Cim-w-l Jilison has written the 
following letler from 150-Mile House 
In It. M. Palmer. Freight Rates Com- 
missioner, upon the fruit raising pros- 
peris of Cariboo; 

"In INNS, when J first resided in Chil- 
eirten, there were practically no ex- 
periments tried in the way of fruit rais- 
ing except in the way of the smaller 
fruits and berry bushes. Some occa- 
sional experiments were tried at Chim- 
ney creek, on the- Fraser river, and at 
Meldrum creek, and il was demonstrat- 
ed by the results of a few trees, mostly 
crab apples, that the larger fruits could 
bo grown. 1 lately made a journey 
from Clinton via Dog creek, to this 
point, and was delighted to see at Canoe 
creek a very pretty little orchard, with 
one apple tree fully 15 feet high, simply 
covered with blossom. At Dog creek 
and at Alkali lake- fhcre are now nice 
little orchards, and it greatly impressed 
me an it .seemed to make the country 
so much more livable ■when you were 
able to point out around you thriving 
orchards, ami see that one of the signs 
of eizUizntior, was with you. I think 
it is now proved without any doubt, that 
fruit of the finest quality, and in very 
considerable quantity, can be grown un 
the Fraser river certainly as far north, 
as Soda creek, and probably further up 
stream, without danger of losing tho 
orchards. The best land will probably 
.prove lo be the river benches, and ail 
the well situated valleys which are 
formed by the creeks or rivers running 
into the Fraser, and I have great hopcn 
thai ei en so far back from the Fraser 
as this doiiit that apples will be grown 
on these small orchard plots, and until 
fruit is raised on a commercial scale 
there will be no difficulty about mar- 
kets, und until railway transportation is 
handier there will be 110 inducement to 
grow- fruit beyond the very local re- 
quirements. However, I wish to point 
out that the grentscope of country 
which is available frn- this industry, and 
which is lying practically dormant unt'l 
railw-v facilities give the necessary 
stimulus, and from tin's point of view 
I think yon would find It will repay 
yen to pay this, section a visit, so that 
you can form a personal opinion of Us 
present great latent orchard poteutiali- 
Ibs."

their danger from I'nn-Geriuanism, aud 
the unrestricted spread of the German ; 
Empire. Hut it is very questionable if 
any policy is needed on the part of Great; 
Britain to make the other European na- j 
tions jeahms of Germany. Germany 
has through all the centuries of European 
history been ineffective through division. 
A union of the Teutonic races into one 
great power would indeed he a por- 
tentous phenomenon in Europe. That 
is precisely what to some extent was 
accomplished by the consolidation of i 
the (Jennan Empire. Austria and | 
Krnn. c both it. est strenuously objected | 
and were beaten. But hatred and j 
jealousy of the German Empire were 
not extinguished at Sedan, not by «ny 
me.i ns. The German Empire has been 
distinguished specially by two things, j 
first . a tremendous development of j 
military power, and second, a trenieu- j 
dons development of the commercial | 
spirit. These- two features, however, | 
!>> no! change the essential necessity to 
such an Empire of diverting the minds j 
of its people from their internal affairs, 
as the only means of avoiding its (lis- 1 
.ruptioti. .Militarism and Colonial Em- 
pire are absolutely hostile to the essen- 
/ial genius of the Teutonic race, but 
they are the only remedies for its in- j 
evitiilde tendency to internal disintegra- 
tion. Therefore, it seems to ns, that 
Europe has tar more 10 fear from Ger- 
jnany than Germany has to fear from 
Europe. Germany can only live by 
stimulating so-called patriotism by an- 
tagonism to oilier countries, and its 
antagonism is .specially directed against 
Great Britain at the present time. In 
lir<;at Krilnio, the militarists of tier- 
many sec the enemy that 'or domestic 
teas, nw, they require. lint Germany 
«•«.«■ ot light Great Britain with an 
army, Germany must have a nary as 
'well. I.otij: before she can build np-tn 
navy at all comparable to that of Great 
Britain, her resources will have broken 
down iiinler the intolerable strain, and 
lac discontent now rife through the 



tinental system. It is a proposal which 
is utterly disingenuous and impracticable. 
It would not enablo the government to 
secure good rates over the rest oi the 
eysttm. If rates wore lowered, the cut 
would come from what the government 
received over its section. Such a proposal 
ffi?aus not a government bonus to the 
railway, but a government gift of a 
section of railway to a corporation. 
'Surely no rational advocate of the gov- 
ernment ownership of railways would 
propose to apply it first, in an instance- 
.where the government would stand all 
the cost and the private company reap 
all the benefit, However, we are not so 
much concerned with the relation of this 
proposal to the principle of the govern 
ment ownership of railwnys as with its 
relation to the pocket of the Canadian 
taxpayer. The government ownership 
of railways is very attractive in theory, 
but it is not by any means so attractive 
in practice. Those who would load the 
government with functions requiring 
business economy seem to forget that the 
kind of man whom his fellows delight 
to honor in politics is some times honest, 
but never businesslike. The. habit of 
mind of the statesman is as much above, 
as the habit of mind of the politician is 
beneath that of the successful railway 
manager. The confusion thus introduc- 
ed is further complicated by the dual 
relation of the railway employee to his 
employer, that of voter ami vvngo-euraerj 
If a system of government ownership 
could be devised which would eliminate 
the political control of the thing owned, 
there are many tilings to which the 
priiii-:,,;-' i«f government ownership might 
be belief ci. illy applied. But no such sys- 
tem has yet been discovered ami so far 
l he practical inconveniences of the prin- 
ciple far outweigh its theoretical advan- 
tage's. If »\v consider it.s application in 
this p.irlicttlar ease of a railway across 
the bin- n z"tie, we can think of no cir- 
cumstance to jn-lil'i it. The whole, cost 
Would Coin e din-el lji upon the taxpayers 
of Canada, equally upon these io whom 
the railway would he of little or no 
heiu-ti I . iis up. ,11 1 1 esc ussisi imI by it .

'I'he idea appears to be gaining ground 
in i he Last that the government should 
construct an Hast and West railway 
I rack through the barren zone of I.ihhi 
mil's which separates the fertile plains 
of Manitoba from the settled part of 
Ontario. The proposition, for what rea- 
son i! is hard to make out, is received 
with favor by many of tht- advocates of 
i he government ownership of railways, a 
circumstance which proves that the pre- 
judices of these excellent i pie are la 

good deal stronger than their intellects. 
If the project be examined a little more 
closely what does it amount to'.' The 
territory to bo covered is the most bar- 
ren portion in the whole of Ca-iad.1. 
There is reason for hoping that the por- 
aion of this zone lying to the north of 
the St. Lawrence watershed may develop 
.rosouivos and possibilities not. so fur, 
characteristic of the southern part of it. 
J I nt that is merely an expectation based 
upon data which aro admittedly incom- 
plele. As a business proposition, such j 
a railway need not bo regarded as cer- I 
lain to develop loc«l tralllc enough to 1 
meet its cost of maintenance, aud it cer- | 
tainly is not so regarded by railway | 
builders who are business men. It is«i | 
necessary, but costly link in n trans- 
continental system, whose maintenance | 
and interest charges must be met out of 
the t radio developed in the territory on 
either side. if the government built 
this .segment of a transcontinental 
line, how could tho government get 
enough out of tlie traffic developed 
West and East of it, >.t main- 
tain the track and pay interest on 
its cost. Such a piece of road would 
niean n recurrent mid heavy charge upon 
the taxes of Canada. The proposal is 
not in line with tho principle of the 
government ownership of railways at all.

Circular Re Marking and Ad 
dressing of Package Freight 
Issued by C. P. R. 



>Si. W. Greer, general freight uncut '•" the 
Western division o£ the C .P. H„ 1ms issued 
the following circular regarding the mark- 
ing 11 ml addressing of package .freight: 

Attention of Shippers and agents Is call- 
ed tu Amendment Rule 28, Canudiun Freight 
Classltlcatlon No. 12. reading as follows: 

"Each, package, bundle or piece of Jess 
than -carload freight must be pm.iu.y mark- 
ed with the Information necessary to carry 
It to destination and insure proper delivery 
even If separated from the waybill. 

•■The marks ou packages should be com- 
pared with the shipping order and bill of 
lading, and correction, If necessary made 
by the st'hlpper or Ills representative Old 
marks must be removed or effaced. 

•' Freight consigned to a place of which 
ttocre are two or more of the same name 
must not be forwarded unless the name of 
the county and province be ifflven. 

•■When freight Is consigned to a place 
not located ou the line of railway, the 
shipper must be requested to state the name 
of the railway station at which the con- 
signee will accept delivery, or If destined 
to a place reached by <i water line. The 
name of tihe railway station at which de- 
iherv is to be made to such water Hue. 

'•All freight C. L. or L. C. I- for rail 
and lake transportation mu.*t be fully mark- 
ed as above reaulred." 

Particular attention Is .-ailed to the need 
for obliteration of old mnrks and addresses 
ou packages which are liable to confuse 
carriers, also to the special importance of 
marking nil freight Intended for trans- 
portation 'by boat. Shippers are requested 
to Hi) In on shinning instructions in file 
place provided for that purpose th« full 
marks as shown on packages, and agents 
must enter these particulars In full on their 
waybills, and will he held strictly to (re- 
count for any omission in tihis respect. 

It is equally In the Interest of both ship- 
per and currier that goods be fully mark- 
ed «o us to insure rhc prompt handling and 
proper delivery of freight and the co-opera- 
tion of shippers Is requested to Mils end.

Opening of the New Districts 
Caused a Demand Not 
Anticipated. 



Very Large Quantities of Heavy 
Mining Machinery Being 
Imported. 



Dawsou, June lit) — Til.: camp has not been 
bo short of .staples in Keuerul si live the 
hLJina of 1SW »s it has been this spring. 
'Ihe supplies imported last year were much 
greater than those of any previous year, 
and vet were not sufficient to till all de- 
mands. The opening of new ruining dis- 
tricts Is one reason of Che Increased con- 
sumption Ju the camp. Another is that 
people here no longer attempt to plncn 
through the winter on bare rations, but live 
un ihe best nil hinds afford, and being 1" 
u good camp they have the money to pay 

'"immediately after the nrxivaa i>f tllie tlittt 
fresh goods from the outside, the Dawson 
market underwent an exciting evolution. 
So much new material was east Into tue 
market in avalunche rapidity that prices 
went tumbling to the 50 per cent mark all 
along the Hue. Deals oetrregatlng $150,000 
wore made Wednesday alone. Stores, 
wholesale jobbers, big buyers from distant 
creeks, restaurant men and otlhers parti.-M- 
paled In t<he Wg rush. Some of the whole- 
salers bought as high as §15,000 worth of 
stuff and had resold It all by noou of the- 
same day. A tremendous rush was made 
from all quarters for stock. The previous 
shortage had seen no one Hungry, tout Tjrlces 
had been almost prohibitive on many lines. 
GETTING IN MACHINERY. 

The most significant Hue of Shipments, 
as far as the belief In the stability and 
lesources of tflie camp are concerned, 
c.miug to Dawson is heavy mining ma- 
chinery. Careful, .conservative business 
men place the amount o* machinery at 
Dawson and White Horse mid en route 
here on Khe river at no loss than twenty- 
live ear loads. With this Showing, and 
the season for shipping scarcely more 
than opened. It is expected tlie Klondike 
will make a good record on such Importa- 
tions this summer. 

A number of shipments Include equip- 
ment heavier than ever before brought to 
the camp. Thin Is true In ■partleu.lnr wi't'h 
the shipment made by E. K. Andrews for 
his big hydraulic syndicate on Oheeehaco 
hill. The hollers Mr Andrews Is bringing 
in will be the largest ever Imported into 
the Yukon 'basin for mining purposes. 
The same company ban many carloads of 
other equipment en route. 

Tim Gold Hun Company has other big 
Shipments of several carloads coming 
The Klondike-Detroit Company, which vrdl 
operate the old Williams concession, has 
many tons of heavy apparatus en route. 

Boiler shipments made by heavy traders 
also inlay a significant part. Some of the 
heavy machinery dealers of the camp 
have been reducing their stock, but others 
are Importing heavier quantities than ever. 
One of tlm most astonishing features In 
connection with the machinery and boiler 
trade In Dawson Is that it has known 
practically no abatement since It was llrst 
demonstrated years ago that sudiu equip- 
ment can be used with great advantage in 
mining in this region. The small equipment 
of earlv davs Is almost entirety out of use. 
Heavy hollers of tons In weight have dis- 
placed almost entirely the small coffeepot 
and other diminutive hollers which were in 
vogue In early days. 

The present ffhlpoifllits of machinery are 
arrlvlug nt White Horse In sudhi rapid 
■■mreosslon Unit in many Instances ears are 
set oil rear sidings for days awaiting an 
opportunity to be unloaded. The ware- 
houses have been overflowing with freight, 
and the steamers have been unable to 
cum- full cargoes. It is expected that the 
waters on the extreme upper Yukon wll 
rls- so within a few days that there will 
b.. no difficulty In bringing down aw tons. 
TO IMTWOVK OHANNKI.. 

The steamboat masters and pilots ply- 
ing on the 1'ukon between Dawson anil 
NUlite. Horse have signed a petition to the 
government to have the channel ill the 
head of Lake Lebarge improved. The peti- 
tion was obtained through Vlee-l'nvlilent 
and (lenernl Manager A. B. Newell of the 
Wihlte l'ass route ut the Instance of Gov, 
!■'. T. Coligilon. It was presented while tlhe 
governor was Jn White Horse a week or 
more ago. 

In the proposal to Improve the head of 
Lake Ivebarge, peculiarly divergent views 
have arisen as to how Ule "...irk should be 
ilonc. Mr. Congdoii believed a dredge would 
be the Ix-st means of solving tho illfflculty. 
He wanted to open a channel by deepen- 
ing the eoivrsc with, the dredge. Some oth- 
ers took the same view. 

All the steamer captains opposed t ho 
governor's views. Thev hold that the best 
way In secure good water is to build several 
v lug dams or jet t b-s. and to online 1 lie 
water in Its natural course. 

CUSTOMS' FOR-CR ISI'SY. 

The Dawson customs force Is the largest 
slid busiest In the North. Through the 
winter the force was reduced to four men, 
simply enough to look after the fourteen 
bonded warehouses maintained In the city 
by Importers, and to look after the oO'i'if 
haziness and the little shipping done over 
the lee. 

Within the last few days the force has 
been doubled, and the men have all they 
can do to keep up with the pace set Irr

SnOUTAGB OF STAMPS. 

Stamped envelopes and stamps In de- 
nominations of 'J5 cents, 50 cents and other 
large tlgures, are all the Dawson post office 
has for sale lu the Hue of postage stamp 
sleek. It may be two or three weeks until 
new stock is received. 

Stamps were ordered from the divisional 
headquarters at Victoria two months ago. 
litlt have not arrived. Heavy sales are made 
of stumped envelopes. A telegram has 
been sent to White Horse, asking the post- 
master there for all the strmps he can 
spare. Outlying post offices on the Klon- 
dike creeks, which depend on Dawsou for 
supplies, are nlso short of stamps. 

Postmaster llartman says tlhuvt although 
all the stamps In the camp are exhausted, 
Ji'tters will not be delayed or suffer delay 
in despatching. He will take the letters 
and payment for their transmission 1a cntfli, 
forward the letters to Victoria, and have 
them stamped there and sent on from that 
point to their destination. This scheme 
was followed In 1K08. The camp was wlth- 
t.'it stamps then for weeks. Men who Quid 
gold dust only were not required to pay, 
but some other men. who happened to liuve 
currency, were "cHiarged a quarter for a let- 
ter, and this made the score even. 

A scow belonging to Jones Ilres.. of 
Dawson, was wrecked In the Thirty-Mile 
river while en route from White Horse to 
Dawson this week. The craft was laden 
with liav and grain, and ten tons of the 
cargo was lost.
